Ha%"e j^ou never read of a person';s bait i 
turning gray in a single night? Of eonrso ; 
yon have. 
The old story books are full ^ 
of such tales. 
I can remeniltor dozens < >t 
them— stories reeking with gore and ! 
dank with dungeons, and grewsonie xvitli 
ghosts and other uncanny tilings. 
The 
heroine, and sometimes the hero, goes to 
bed at night with hair as black as the; 
raven’s wing, and along in the niglit 
come the horrors, whatever they are, and i 
in the morning the raven hair has turned , 
a snowy white. 
I can remember, too, that I never used 
to take any stock in such stories. 1 used 
to hear them read, and get up quite* a 
respectable thrill at the most horribli' 
portions, 
especially when the candle | 
flickered awliilo, leaving everybody in I 
total darkne.ss, just as a deep groan Avas 
heard or a long, shuddering cry, like the 
wind through the weeping willows in a 
graveyard. 
Oh, yes! 
I was quite susceptible to ' 
touching passages like those, and I used : 
to hurry up to bed and tuck m y ]i»‘ H( 
1 ’ 
under the clothes and shiver witli tíio 
most timid of them. 
But somehow or 
other I could not accept the hair turning ' 
part of the story. 
I knew tiiat hair, 
black or white, could stand 011 end, but 
that a good head of black hair would 
bleach itself out between dark and day­ 
light was a little too much to swallow. 
I know better now. 
I have had a lit­ 
tle experience of m y own wliich— but 
perhaps it is best to tell the story as it 
occurred. 
It was on the roof of tlie cathedral at 
Milan. 
W o had climlied the stairs in 
the late afternoon of a beautiful siuing 
day, after i>aying the custodian tlie iii- 
significant price he asked for all the 
glories visible from the elevated station. 
W o had looked through tlie lelesciqie— 
for another fee— and liad eacli assured 
the others that we saAv NIoiit Blanc per­

To this all but m yself as­ 
sented. 
1 was tired and proposed to 
rest awhile at the foot of tlie towor 
stairs, where tlio others were to pick in ) 
up on their return, so that we miglit all 
descend together. 
This was salisfar- 
tory and oif they started. 
For a time 1 was (piito com fort able, 
and paid L'o attention to the passage < f 
time; but I suddenly iiotici'd tliat it was 
getting dark and that 111 y compaiii* »ns 
had not returned. 
1 called to tin in iir.-t 
in a moderate tone of voice, tlioii luor * 
loudly, but received no answer. 
Fearing that they would bo belated 01 
the roof 1 started in search of them. 
1 
walked the entire lengtli of the ridgc; of 
the main roof and ptxT(Hl down all tin; 
side passages in the gathering dusk, hut 
caught no glimpse of my companions. 
Then 1 descended to tlie roof of the aisle 
and made a search there wliich was also 
fruitless. 
1 became alarmed as the light 
failed, and ran from one point to an­ 
other, calling out as 1 ran, until 1 f<»und, 
vO m y great distress, that 1 had lost my 
way. 
I could see far below mo tlie 1 ights 
of the great city and liear the distant 
rumbling of the carriages as they drove 
past on the stony streets. 
But 1 was as eifectually lost for the 
moment as if I had been in the heart of 
an African jungle without a compass 
and no Stanley on the alert to hunt me 
up. 
In the excitement and 
despaii 
which tliG consciousness of this fact ]>ro- 
diiced, 1 rushed about so wildl}' that 1 
slipped and fell on a long flight of stone 
steps, wet wdt'i the dew wliich had be­ 
gun to fall. 
1 was not conscious of any 
serious injury from the fall, but when 1 
brought up at the foot of the stairs and 
tried to regain my footing, 1 found, to 
my despair and horror, that 1 was utter­ 
ly unable to move my limbs. I was par­ 
alyzed.

and wondered 1 had not heard the pre­ 
ceding hours. 
Suddenly the full horror of my condi­ 
tion flashed 11x1011 me. 
I was not only 
doomed to remain where 1 was, iielxd' ss 
and alone, during the long c'hilly hours 
of the night, but there was no certainty 
that 1 would ever get aw ay alive. 
My 
friends would never dream that 1 was 


there. 
Tliey 
liad 
undoubtedly 
con­ 
cluded that 1 had gone down, and if 
Eni'v missed mo would search every- 
ivh('re I'ut in the right place. 
It might 
Ik* days before the particular spot in 
which 1 hiy would be visited, and in 
that case it would be too late. 
Starva­ 
tion would do for me, even if the injurj* 
1 bad received did not. 
In my anguish 
1 shrieked aloud, but was dully con­ 
scious all the time that nobody could 
hear iu(‘. 
Visitors and custodians alike 
must have d(*parted hours before; and 
(*ven if my cries were heard from tbo 
streets below nobody would attribute 
them to tlicir real source. 
To the feeling of acute anguish suc­ 
ceeded one of blank desxiuir. I no longer 
.sxx'culatt'd on the x^ossibility of being 
di>cuv(*red, dead or alive. 
There was a 
dull leaden Lading at ray chest, and 1 
found m yself rejieating mechanically 
old rhymes and jingles and saying the 
alphabet backward, as I once learned to 
do ill seeking relief from insomnia. 
Yet 
at the same time 1 was conscious that 
my whole life was passing in review be­ 
fore m«*, as they say it does when one is 
drowiiiiig or being hanged. 
1 remem­ 
bered that saying, too, and without any 
cessatiouof the review I wondered in 
my doubled consciousness if 1 were 
iiiidergüiîig^ the sensations of a drowning 
man, or of <^,*110 being hanged, and wished 
1 could x»ut tliem dowTi on paxier for the 
beiicfit of the rest of mankind. 
NVhat struck me as singular w'as that 
the clocks kejit on striking twelve. 
The 
second time they did this 1 thought 1 must 
have lost consciousness for an entire day. 
.iiid that this w'as the .second midnight. 
But wiien the third stnflîo of tw'elve 
came from half a dozen clocks, i knew 
it could not be tw’o days since 1 had 
falh'u. 
1 thought first that i had become de- 
meute:]; and then it (KMuirred to mo that 
if I WT'ro 1 could not reason about it in 
tliat fashion, .so the clocks themselves 
must 1)0 crazy.
